11 was reliably reported on 24 June 19^2 that latair 
had stated t^t the purpose of his Cairo vialt vaa to coHsct Information 
from the ex«Mufti for a publication to. be iaaued In Indonssia in three 
languages (lodonealan, Arabic* and English), calling for Moslen unity and 
cooperation against tte coloalxing powers. 

The same report stated that Satslr also made Inquiries In Cairo 
about the possibility of privately obtaining regular information on Jordan, 
in view of strict governmental press censorship there. 

The report also indicated that Satslr had intended to vlait 
northwest Africa, but vas refused visas by the French.
